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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  Department  on  June  5  announced  a  decrease  of  200,000  short  tons, 
raw  value,  in  the  determination  of  sugar  requirements  (quotas)  for  the 
continental  United  States .     The  action  was  triggered  by  the  average  price 
of  raw  sugar  having  averaged  four  percent  below  the  price  objective  for  the 
seven  consecutive  market  days  ended  June  2.     In  the  same  action,  deficits 
of  99 > 864  tons  were  declared  and  reallocated  to  foreign  countries  able  to 
supply  the  sugar.     Quotas  for  1972  now  total  11.8  million  tons.     The  press 
release  accompanying  the  action  is  reproduced  beginning  on  Page  13. 

Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  (corn  sirup  and  dextrose) 
increased  5.0  percent  during  the  first  quarter  of  1972  as  compared  with 
the  same  quarter  of  1971  while  deliveries  of  sugar  (sucrose)  increased  5.k 
percent.    Five  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users  and  three  of  the  four 
non- industrial  users  received  more  sucrose  from  primary  distributors  during 
the  1972  quarter  while  two  of  the  industrial  and  one  non- industrial  type 
users  received  less .    The  analysis  of  sucrose  and  corn  sweetener  deliveries 
is  summarized  in  later  paragraphs  and  detailed  in  Tables  26    to  30  • 

Sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  during  the  first  five  months  of 
1972  exceeded  those  of  the  comparable  periods  of  last  year  and  1970  by  sub- 
stantial margins.     Through  June  10,  1972  preliminary  reports  indicate 
4,693,000  short  tons,  raw  value  of  sugar  were  delivered.    During  the  same 
periods  of  1971  and  1972,     4,504,000  and  4,653,000  tons,  respectively,  were 
delivered.     Constructive  deliveries,  i.  e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to 
quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the 
following  year  amounted  to  88,000  tons  in  1971,  l6l,000  tons  in  1970  and 
40,000  tons  in  1969.    Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  June  10 
totaled  4,781,000  tons  compared  with  4,665,000  tons  and  4,693,000  tons, 
respectively,  during  those  periods  of  1971  and  1970. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors 
as  of  May  27,  1972  totaled  2,629,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to 
preliminary  reports.    This  was  245,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  but 
about  105,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  May  last  year.    Beet  processors' 
stocks  of  1,248,000  tons  were  142,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  April 
and  86,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  May  a  year  ago.    Raw  and  refined 
sugar  stocks  of  cane  sugar  refiners  were  reported  as  1,078,000  tons  down 
38,000  tons  from  the  end  of  April  but  up  195,000  tons  from  the  end  of  May 
last  year. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  States  of  destina- 
tion during  January-April  1972  were  2.5  percent  above  those  of  the  compara- 
ble period  of  1971.     Increases  occurred  in  four  of  the  five  geographical 
regions,  with  the  West  up  the  most,  5-2  percent  followed  by  the  North 
Central  up  3.7  percent,  the  South,  2.9  percent  and  the  New  England  region, 
2.2  percent.     Deliveries  in  the  mid-Atlantic  region  were  reported  as  down 
1.2  percent.     Individually,  30  States  received  more  sugar  during  the  1972 
period,  20  received  less.     There  were  six  States  with  increases  of  more 
than  100,000  hundredweight --Ohio  had  the  largest  increase,  607,000  hundred- 
weight, followed  by  California  up  289,000  and  Louisiana  up  246,000  hundred- 
weight.   Of  those  States  where  reported  deliveries  were  less  during  the 
January-April  1972  period  than  in  the  first  four  months  of  1971,  New  York 
had  the  largest  decrease,  231,000  hundredweight  followed  by  Maryland  which 
was  down  184,000  and  Nebraska  down  133,000  hundredweight. 
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During  the  period  under  review,  increases  were  announced  in  the  effec- 
tive selling  prices  for  industrial  grades  of  refined  sugar  sold  at  whole- 
sale in  three  of  the  sales  regions.     The  quoted  prices  which  are  higher 
remained  unchanged. 

On  May  31?  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  in  the  Chicago- 
West  region  effective  wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound 
paper  bags,  the  basis  pack,  and  in  bulk,  would  be  increased  .25  cent  per 
pound.    On  June  2  a  seller  in  the  Gulf  region  announced  an  increase  of  .15 
cent  per  pound  in  the  effective  wholesale  selling  prices  for  all  grades  of 
industrial  granulated  and  liquid  sugar.    On  June  5  a  cane  sugar  refiner  in 
the  Northeast  announced  that  the  effective  selling  prices  for  refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  paper  bags  and  in  bulk  would  be  increased 
.15  cent  per  pound.     In  each  of  these  selling  territories,  provision  was 
made  to  consider  orders  at  the  new  prices  for  shipment  or  delivery  by 
Aug.  11,  1972.    Also,  on  June  5  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced  that  in 
the  Chicago-west  region  the  effective  wholesale  selling  prices  for  all 
industrial  grades  of  refined  sugar  would  be  increased  .25  cent  per  pound, 
beginning  on  June  30,  1972. 

Shown  below  are  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale 
in  100-pound  paper  bags    and  in  bulk,  by  sales  territories  as  of  mid-June.

Actual  prices  in  many  cases  differ  substantially  from  quotations.  During 
the  post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II),  increases  in  the 
ceiling  prices  of  individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform  to  the 
procedural  requirements  prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during    May    1972  was  13.96  cents  per  pound  up  from  13-94  cents  in 
April  and  from  13. 5^  cents  in    May    of  last  year,  an  increase  of  3.1  percent 
for  the  12 -month  period. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary 
distributors  during  the  first  quarter  of  1972  were  up  13-2  percent  over 
those  of  the  first  quarter  of  1971-    Deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar,  which 
accounted  for  about  k-3  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries,  increased  37-5 
percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar  remained  about  unchanged. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distributors 
during  January-March  1972  were  up  h.7  percent  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1971;  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  which  accounted  for  about 
20  percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  during  the  period,  increased  15-7 
percent  while  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  increased  2.3  percent. 
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First  quarter  deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional  packages 
(granulated  sugar  50  pounds  and  over)  both  beet  and  cane,  increased  k.Q 
percent  in  1972  as  compared  with  1971.    Beet  sugar,  which  comprised  about 
29  percent  of  the  total  in  the  first  quarter  of  1972?  increased  21.7  per- 
cent while  cane  sugar  packages  decreased  almost  one  percent. 

Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sirup,  which  accounted  for  72  percent 
of  all  corn  sweetener  deliveries  reported  in  the  first  quarter  of  1972, 
increased  9-1  percent  over  those  of  the  first  quarter  of  1971  while  dex- 
trose shipments  were  down  k.5  percent.    Five  of  the  seven  types  of  users 
received  more  corn  sirup  in  the  1972  quarter  than  in  that  quarter  of  1971 
while  six  of  the  seven  types  of  users  received  less  dextrose  in  the  1972 
quarter  than -in  the  same  period  of  1971-     Corn  sirup  shipments  for  multiple 
and  unclassified  food  uses,  the  second  largest  category,  increased  the  most-- 
17-8  percent- -followed  by  bakery,  cereals  and  related  products  up  YJ  .h 
percent,  canners  and  packers  up  15.0  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products 
up  13-2  percent  and  confectionery  and  related  products  up  5.9  percent. 
Shipments  to  beverage  manufacturers,  the  smallest  food  category,  declined 
28.5  percent  while  for  use  in  non-food  products  the  decline  was  6.9  percent. 

Dextrose  shipments  in  the  first  quarter  of  1972,  as  compared  with  the 
same  quarter  of  1971*  declined  to  six  of  the  seven  categories  of  users. 
Shipments  for  use  in  beverages,  which  accounted  for  about  1.6  percent  of 
all  dextrose  shipments  during  the  1972  quarter,  declined  the  most  --  22.9 
percent  followed  by  shipments  to  canners  and  packers  which  were  down  8.7 
percent,  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses  down  8.2  percent,  non-food 
uses  down  5-5  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down  k.l  percent  and 
bakery,  cereal  and  related  products  down  1.8  percent.    Shipments  for  use 
in  confectionery  and  related  products  (about  11  percent  of  the  1972  quarter 
total)  increased  6.6  percent. 

The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange,  averaged  8.76  cents  per  pound  during  May  down  from  8.89  cents  in 
April  but  up  from  8.46  cents  during  May  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  3-5 
percent  during  the  12-month  period.    The  quotation  was  at  8.85  cents  per 
pound  from  May  10  through  May  22,  after  which  it  began  to  weaken  falling 
to  8.60  cents  by  month-end.    On  June  7  a  strengthening  trend  began  with 
the  quotation  rising  to  8.65  cents  per  pound,  8.75  cents  on  June  8  and 
8.80  cents  on  June  13 •    For  the  period  June  1-20  the  quotation  averaged 
8.72  cents  pe^  pound  compared  with  8.53  cents  during  that  period  of  last 
year . 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  May  27,  1972  totaled  370,623 
short  tons,  96  basis  compared  with  404,379  tons  produced  through  May  29, 
1971. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  through  June  k,  1972  totaled 
259,000  short  tons,  960  basis  compared  with  278,000  tons  produced  through 
June  6,  1971.    The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  in  1972  has  averaged 
6.896  percent.    The  average  yield  was  7-19&  percent  during  the  same  period 
of  last  year. 

The  World  spot  quotation  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for 
bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Contract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  greater    Caribbean  ports, 
including  Brazil  averaged  7-01  cents  per  pound  in  May  down  from  7.29  cents 
in  April  and  up  from  4.35  cents  in  May  of  last  year. 
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The  World  price  quotation  "began  a  strengthening  trend  in  mid -May  rising 
from  6. hO  cents  on  May  15  to  7-35  cents  on  May  2k  after  which  it  weakened 
falling  to  6.85  cents  on  May  30.  On  May  31  the  quotation  rose  to  7-00  cents 
where  it  remained  steady  through  June  7  rising  to  7-15  cents  on  June  8  and 
9  after  which  it  began  to  weaken  falling  to  7-10  cents  on  June  12,  to  7-00 
cents  on  the  13th,  to  6.75  cents  on  the  l^th  and  15th  and  to  6.65  cents  on 
June  16.      On  June  20  the  quotation  was  cents  per  pound  and  for  the 

period  June  1-20  averaged  6.91    cents  compared  with  ^ .09  cents  during  that 
period  of  last  year. 

Meetings  of  the  various  committees  and  the  Full  Council  of  the  Inter- 
national Sugar  Organization  were  held  in  London  during  the  period  May  15-26. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  meetings  on  May  26,  the  Council    stated    that  ac- 
cording to  estimates  of    the  statistics  committee,  the  net  import  require- 
ments of  the  free  market  for  1972  would  total  10. 9  million  tons  compared  with 
the  estimate  of  9*313  million  tons  made  in  November  1971.    Unofficial  esti- 
mates indicate  the  supplies  from  members  and  non-members  will  fall  short  of 
meeting  this  demand  by  750,000  to  1,000,000  tons.     The  Council  noted  the 
difficulties  involved  in  accurately  predicting  sugar  supply  and  demand  for 
an  entire  year.    Many  factors  complicate  the  picture;  the  condition  of  crops 
yet  to  be  harvested;  the  possibility  of  a  decline  in  consumption  as  a  result 
of  higher  prices  for  sugar;  a  reduction  in  importers  stocks;  and  the  general 
tone  and  condition  of  the  market  to  name  a  few. 

The  Council  also  considered  plans  for  negotiating  a  new  agreement  to 
suceed  the  present  agreement  which  expires  on  Dec.  31>  1973-     It  was  decided 
that  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations  Conference  on  Trade  and 
Development  would  be  requested  to  convene  a  negotiating  conference  in  1973- 
A  two-part  conference  was  envisioned  with  the  first  session  to  start  May  15 
and  the  second,  if  needed,  in  September. 


The  next  meeting  of  the  council  is  scheduled  for  Nov.  15-17,  1972. 
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DISTRIBUTION  OF  NUTRITIVE  SWEETENERS  BY  PRIMARY  DISTRIBUTORS 
FOR  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  CONTINENTAL  UNITED  STATES,  1956-71

A  study  of  the  distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  during  the  period  1956-67  was  published  in  Sugar  Reports 
No.  207,  August  1969.    This  analysis  extends  the  earlier  study  through  calendar 
year  1971.  1/ 

Significant  changes  have  occurred.    During  the  period  1956  through  1967  per 
capita  deliveries  of  major  sweeteners  showed  very  little  upward  trend  rising  from 
110.8  pounds  in  1956  to  114.5  pounds  in  1967,  only  3.7  pounds  over  a  period  of 
eleven  years.    Since  1967,  however,  per  capita  disappearance  in  a  period  of  just 
four  years  increased  7.8  pounds  to  122.3  pounds.    Of  the  increase  since  1967,  sugar 
accounted  for  5.7  pounds  while  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  accounted  for  1.1  pounds 
each. 

The  per  capita  consumption  of  minor  sweeteners  such  as  maple  sirup,  maple 
sugar,  sugarcane  sirup,  edible  molasses,  refiners'  sirup  and  honey  declined  about 
0.6  pound  per  capita  to  1.1  pounds  during  the  period.    The  major  sweeteners  prob- 
ably gained  as  a  result. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  NUTRITIVE  SWEETENERS 

Distribution  of  sugar,  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  for  consumption  in  the  conti- 
nental United  States  increased  from  1 0  mi  11 i on  tons,  raw  value,  equivalent  in  1956 
to  more  than  12  million  tons  in  1967  and  to  13.5  million  tons  in  1971  (  Figure  1). 
Aggregate  sugar  distribution  customarily  is  expressed  in  terms  of  raw  value  (107 
pounds  raw  value  equals  100  pounds  refined)  and  is  so  expressed  herein. 

Most  of  the  increase  during  the  1956-67  period  resulted  from  population 
growth  although  about  one- third  did  come  from  increased  per  capita  consumption. 
In  contrast,  during  the  4-year  period  1968-71  about  65  percent  of  the  increase  was 
the  result  of  greater  per  capita  disappearance  and  only  35  percent,  the  result  of 
population  growth.    Part  of  the  increased  use  arose  from  the  introduction  of 
numerous  sugar  containing  products  to  replace  cyclamate  sweetened  products  when  the 
latter  were  withdrawn  from  the  market. 

Table  1  shows  the  population  of  the  continental  United  States  for  the  years 
1956  through  1971  and  the  distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners  in  tons,  raw  value. 
A  comparison  of  the  trends  in  population  growth  and  sweetener  distribution  also 
is  shown  for  the  1956-67  period  (that  analyzed  in  the  earlier  study),  the 
1956-71  period  and  the  most  recent  4-year  period  1968-71  which  reveals  the  marked 
changes  from  the  distribution  patterns  of  the  two  longer  periods. 

Distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners  during  the  1956-71  period  trended 
upward  239,000  tons  per  year  with  sugar  accounting  for  the  largest  share— 
168,000  tons  and  corn  sweeteners  71,000  tons.    Sugar's  share  of  the  increased 
deliveries  of  nutritive  sweeteners  rose  from  65  percent  during  the  12-year 
1956-67  period  to  70  percent  during  the  16-year  1956-71  period  while  dextrose' 
share  remained  unchanged  at  seven  percent  and  corn  sirup's  declined  from  27 
percent  to  23  percent.    The  withdrawal  of  cyclamates  from  the  market  in  1970  for 
use  as  a  sweetener  in  foods  probably  contributed  toward  the  result:    An  increase  in 
the  share  of  sugar,  no  change  for  dextrose  and  a  decline  in  the  share  of  corn 
sirup,  the  least  sweet  of  the  three. 

]_/  Data  showing  the  breakdown  of  corn  sweeteners  into  the  components  of 
corn  sirup  and  dextrose  are  not  available  for  calendar  year  1969.  The 
data  indicate  that  for  the  years  1966  through  1968,  corn  siruo  comprised  about 
73  percent  of  total  corn  sweetener  shipments,  so  1969  shipments  were  estimated 
at  the  same  proportion.

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The  trend  in  annual  growth  of  population  for  the  1956-67  period  was  1.6 
percent  compared  with  1.2  percent  during  the  1968-71  period.    The  birth  rate 
at  mid-fiscal  year  1968  was  17.6  per  thousand,  the  lowest  in  the  country's 
history,  having  pursued  an  uninterrupted  downward  course  since  1957  when  it  was 
25.2  per  thousand.    Since  1968  the  trend  has  reversed,  rising  to  18.7  births  per 
thousand  at  mid-fiscal  1970-1971. 

Nutritive  sweetener  distribution  rather  closely  followed  population, 
increasing  in  each  of  the  years  but  at  a  faster  rate.    The  trend  of  nutritive 
sweetener  deliveries  for  the  1956-67  period  increased  at  a  rate  of  2.2  percent 
per  year  and  for  the  1968-71  period,  3.1  percent  per  year.    Factors  other  than 
population  growth  clearly  were  operating  to  increase  the  distribution  of 
nutritive  sweeteners. 

Until  recently  there  was  an  even  closer  relationship  between  the  growth 
trends  for  sugar  alone  and  population,  although  sugar  distribution  did  not 
increase  in  every  year  as  did  population.    For  the  period  1956-67,  sugar 
distribution  trended  upward  at  1.6  percent  per  year,    the  same  as  population  and 
for  the  period  1968-71  the  growth  trend  was  2.5  percent  per  year,  or  1.3 
percentage  points  more  than  population. 

Corn  sweetener  distribution  increased  each  year  except  1957  at  trend 
rates  of  6.6  percent  per  year  for  the  1956-67  period--individually,  corn  sirup 
increased  7.6  percent  per  year  and  dextrose,  4.3  percent.    During  the  4-year 
period  1968-71,  corn  sweeteners  trended  upward  7.6  percent  per  year  with  corn 
sirup  increasing  5.7  percent  and  dextrose  10.7  percent.    Dextrose  sales  had 
actually  declined  during  the  four  years  1964-67  before  resuming  the  strong 
upward  growth  of  1968-71.    Corn  sirup,  apparently  did  not  obtain  as  large  a 
share  of  the  increased  nutritive  sweetener  market  made  available  by  the  withdrawal 
of  cyclamates  from  the  market  in  1970,  as  did  dextrose.    Corn  sweetener 
distribution,  both  corn  sirup  and  dextrose,  continues  to  grow  at  a  faster  rate 
than  sugar  distribution  but  the  growth  rate  of  corn  sirup  slowed  down  in  recent  years 
while  that  for  sugar  increased. 


PER  CAPITA  DISTRIBUTION 

Annual  per  capita  deliveries,  refined  basis,  and  their  trends  for  the  three 
sweeteners  as  well  as  the  proportion  that  each  represents  of  the  total  are 
shown  in  Table  3.    Unlike  Table    1,  these  data  are  on  a  refined  weight  basis, 
since  it  is  in  this  form  that  the  sweeteners  are  customarily  consumed  and 
frequently  expressed. 

On  a  per  capita  basis,  nutritive  sweetener  distribution  during  the  period 
1956-67  trended  upward  .61  pound  per  year.  Corn  sirup  accounted  for  .46  pound, 
dextrose  .11  pound  and  sugar  .04  pound  per  year.    Thereafter  sugar  was  consumed 
in  greater  quantity.    During  the  4-year  period  1968-71  the  trend  of  nutritive 
sweetener  distribution  rose  to  1.67  pounds  per  year  with  sugar  accounting  for 
1.03  pounds  of  the  increase,  dextrose  .36  pound  and  corn  sirup  .28  pound. 
Figure  2  compares  the  trends  for  the  three  sweeteners  for  the  1956-67  and  1968-71 
period.    Addition  of  the  data  for  the  most  recent  four  years  resulted  in  an 
upward  trend  for  nutritive  sweeteners  for  the  longer  period  1956-71  of  .84  pound 
per  year,  of  which  corn  sirup  accounted  for  .39  pound,  sugar  .34  pound  and 
dextrose  .11  pound. 

SHARE  OF  TOTAL  DISTRIBUTION 

The  4-year  period  1968-71  saw  a  slowing  in  the  rate  of  decline  of  sugar's 
share  of  the  total  nutritive  sweetener  market.    The  earlier  study  (1956-67)  disclosed 
that  the  share  of  the  total  nutritive  sweetener  market  accounted  for  by  sugar 
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was  declining  at  the  rate  of  .44  percentage  point  per  year.    Inclusion  of  the 
1968-71  data  reduced  the  decline  in  the  trend  to  -.34  percent  for  the  1956-71 
period.    By  the  same  token  and  to  the  same  extent,    the  increasing  trend  of  the 
corn  sweetener  share  of  the  total  market  was  slowed  for  the  longer  period  as 
compared  with  1956-67.

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OBSERVATIONS 

Given  the  trends  of  sweetener  distribution  during  the  different  time  periods, 
what  were  the  influences  at  work? 

First,  the  steady  upward  trend  of  population,  although  at  a  declining  rate  in 
recent  years  has  exerted  a  strong  upward  influence  on  the  distribution  of  nutritive 
sweeteners . 

Second,  the  increase  in  the  trend  of  per  capita  consumption  in  recent  years 
more  than  compensated  for  the  effect  of  the  slowing  rate  of  population  growth. 

Third,  the  growth  in  per  capita  sweetener  distribution  was  influenced  by  the 
development  of  new  and  additional  uses  for  sweeteners,  mostly  convenience  foods. 

Fourth,  with  the  birth  rate  per  thousand  declining  from  1957  through  1967, 
teenagers  and  sub-teenagers  (5-19  years  old)  constituted  an  increasing  proportion 
of  the  population  during  the  last  ten  years.    These  people  are  more  likely  than 
others  to  consume  above-average    quantities  of  soft  drinks  and  other  sweets. 
Bureau    of  the  Census  population  projections  are  based  on  a  rising  birth  rate  per 
thousand  through  the  1970's.    The  5-19  year  olds  as  a  proportion  of  the  population 
will  soon  begin  to  decline  slightly.    These  factors  considered  by  themselves 
would  operate  to  maintain  the  overall  rate  of  increase  in  sweetener  distribution 
along  with  a  slight  decline  in  per  capita  disappearance. 

Fifth,  constantly  rising  income  clearly  has  contributed  toward  the  increased 
consumption  of  sweeteners.    This  probably  had  the  greatest  impact  among  low-income 
groups  and  sufficiently  so  to  offset  the  growing  weight  consciousness  of  another 
group  within  the  population.    The  demand  for  food  products  has  been  enhanced  by 
food  programs  directed  at  improving  and  diversifying  the  diets  of  low-income 
groups.    The  value  of  food  coupons  issued  under  the  food  stamp  plan,  for  example, 
increased  from  $.8  million  in  1960  to  an  estimated  $2.7  billion  in  1970.  This 
has  undoubtedly  increased  the  consumption  of  sweeteners  by  participating  families, 
particularly  in  the  form  of  sweetener  containing  products  such  as  bakery  and 
dairy  products  mixes,  cookies,  candies  and  soft  drinks. 

Sixth,  the  withdrawal  of  cyclamates  from  the  market  in  1970  had  the  effect 
of  increasing  the  use  of  nutritive  sweeteners  in  manv  new  Droducts  as  a  renlace- 
ment  sweetener  and  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  increase  in  the  year-to-year  Der  capita 
disappearance  of  2.9  pounds  in  1970  and  1.3  pounds  in  1971.    It  would  appear 
that  this  increased  per  capita  disappearance  will  be  retained  by  nutritive 
sweeteners,  at  least  until  other  non-caloric  sweeteners  are  developed  for -commercial 
use  at  a  ■Mme  which  may  be  years  away. 

Finally,  the  quite  remarkable  swings  of  the  last  four  years  may  be  the 
precursors  of  still  other  shifts  in  the  future,  the  nature  and  direction  of  which 
are  unknown  to  us  now.

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972  SUPPLIES 

SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  DECREASED  AND  DEFICITS  REDETERMINED 

A  decrease  of  200,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination  of 
sugar  requirements  (quotas)  for  the  continental  United  States  was  announced 
on  June  5  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.    Ouotas  for  1972  now 
total  11.8  million  tons. 

At  the  same  time,  deficits  of  99,864  tons  were  declared  and  reallotted 
to  foreign  countries  able  to  supply  the  sugar.    Of  this  total,  30,000  tons 
represented    an  increase  in  the  Puerto  Rican  deficit.    Other  deficits  were 
the  Bahamas,  29,192  tons;  the  West  Indies,  15,940  tons;  Uganda,  15,252  tons; 
Bolivia,  7,028  tons;  and  Panama  2,452  tons. 

Among  the  domestic  areas,  the  quota  for  the  mainland  cane  area  was  reduced 
by  34,667  tons  as  a  result  of  the  decrease  in  total  requirements  and  the  quota 
for  Puerto    Rico  was  reduced  30,000  tons  to  reflect  the  further  deficit  decla- 
ration.   The  quotas  for  the  domestic    beet  sugar  area  and  Hawaii  were  undisturbed. 
The  basic  quota  for  the  beet  sugar  area  was  reduced  by  95,333  tons  and  the 
previously  declared  deficit  decreased  by  the  same  amount.    Hawaii's  quota  is 
not  affected  by  a  change  in  requirements. 

Total  foreign  quotas  are  decreased  by  135,333  short  tons,  raw  value, 
65,333  tons  because  of  reduced  domestic  deficits  and  70,000  tons  as  the  foreign 
share  of  the  decrease  in  requirements.    However,  because  of  the  reallotment 
of  additional  foreign  deficits,  the  qu©tas  of  the  25  countries  able  to  supply 
additional  sugar  were  reduced  by  only  a  total  of  59,650  tons. 

The  Sugar  Act    requires  USDA  to  revise  to  the  extent  necessary  the  annual 
sugar  requirements  determination  whenever  the  average  price  of  raw  sugar  for 
seven  consecutive  marketing  days  is  four  percent  or  more  above  or  below  the 
price  objective  of  the  Act.    For  the  seven  consecutive  market  days  ended 
June  2,  the  average  price  of  raw  sugar  was  8.64  cents  per  pound  and  thus 
four  percent  below  the  average  price  objective  of  9.00  cents  per  pound,

STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 


1.  May  1972  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption  991 ,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  about  188,000  tons  from  April  1972 
and  up_  107  ,000  tons  from  May  1971.  January-May  1972  deliveries  4,370  ,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  up  197,000  tons  from  January-May  1970.    Final  data  for 
April  1972  deliveries  802,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published 
preliminary  as  813,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  May  27,  1972  were  2,629,0n0  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),  up  105,000  tons  from  a  year  ago  and  down  245 ,000 
tons  from  April  30,  1972.    During  May  refiners'  stocks  decreased  38,000 

tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  142,000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors' 
stocks  decreased  by  63,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar 
stocks  decreased  about  2,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  May  31,  1972  were  5,007,141  short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  6,992,859  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 
12,000,000  ton  total . 

4.  Regionally,  January-April  deliveries,  1972  as  compared  to  1971  were  up  in 
four  of  the  5  regions:    Increases  --  West  5.2  percent,  North  Central  3.7 
percent,  South  2.9  and  New  England  2.2  percent.    Deliveries  to  the  mid-Atlantic 
region  were  reported  down  1.2  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1972  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  five  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1971  quarter,  and  also  larger  to 
three  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups.    To  industrial  buyers  the 
national  increase  was  7.5  percent  while  non-industrial  buyers  increased  1.7 
percent. 

6.  Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  during  the  first  quarter  of  1972  were  5.0  percent 
more  than  those  of  the  comparab  le  quarter  of  1971.    Corn  sirup  shipments 
increased  9.1  percent  while  shipments  of  dextrose  declined  4.5  percent. 

7.  Through  June  3,  1972,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  57.7  million  pounds  or  about 

47  percent  of  the  nine  month  quota  through  September  30  and  33  percent  of  the 
1972  calendar  year  quota.
